The business of a guide has had a 


boom during the last summer such aa 
it has not had for many seasons. The 
rniin who is able to guide a party of 
hunters and fishers to good grounds 
has beon busy and Is making money, 
says a Cliuton (.la.) dispatch to the Chi- 
cago Record. One of the northwestern 
railroads publishes a book in which are 
given the names of 100 men who are 
known as guides and are familiar with 
hunting and fishing grounds. The same 
boolc gives the names of 200 points at 
nearly all of which guides are to be 
had. 


The Colorado guides are Just begin- 


ning to do business this year, the hunt- 
ing season having set in. Some of them 
•who make short tours have been busy 
all summer, but the Iqrge parties -who 
CO out for a month's chase are just be- 
ginning to make their appearance. 


The guide who handles this class of 


business must be well equipped. He 
often has no less than 20 dogs and 50 
ponies. He c wns an entire camp'equip- 
ment, -which he straps on the backs of 
ponies and par1*? off the whole of it to 
a region -where he guarantees game. 
He must have several assistants. The 
class of men who go off on such shoot- 
ing jaunts are men of means vrho \vant 
every convenience there is to be bad 
and are -willing to pay liberally for the 
rame. 
Sometimes it requires several 


days to reach the game, during -which 
man and beast must be fed. On such 
occasions the camp cook Is the king of 
the crowd. If he is a good one, and he 
generally is, he commands a price that 
would make some cii.y chefs, turn green 
with envy. 
His ability to get up a 


tempting dish in the woods insures him 
good wages and a good fat tip at the 
end of the hunt besides. A good jiuide 
keeps well trained dogs, which add 
greatly to his revenue. It requires 
time and patience to train a dog to 
hunt bear, but once he is well under 
control he brings his owner a hand- 
some profit 


The guides who go out by the day to 


do ro-wlns saldem get less than $2 a 
day and often more, especially when 
they cover -an agreed trip for a stipu- 
lated consideration, when they charge 
(or their time and their expenses. 
Many of the guides are equipped -with 
teams, -when from $3 to $4 a day is 
charjsd for man and team. The own- 
ers of these teajjjjs have invented many 
contrivances after notions of their own. 
In many cases there are camps on 
wheels and are movpd about from 
place to place at the will o£ the party 
who hires the outfit. 


Wisconsin has a number of resorts 


where guides obtain employment. For 
yrars there was a big dam In the Wis- 
consin river at Kilbourn. 
This dam 


prevented steamers plying in the upper 
dplls from navigating ibe lower dells, 
which by many are considered as inter- 
esting as the upper part of the famous 
section of the state. This enabled the 
jjuides to do more business below tb<3 
dato. Recently, however, the dam was 
washed out, and the steainors make 
two or three trips a week down as well 
as up strearr. The dells guides get on 
an average ;$3 a trip. It ia doubtful 
whether the boats have greatly inter- 
fered with the business of the guides. 
Two or tbiee of them generally go up 
stream with the steamer and induce 
sightseers to make tho down stream 
tr'p In a skiff which Is rowod around in 
pieces where tht> wondecs of the place 
cannot be viewed from the deck of the 
steamer. At Kilbourn is a family of 
brothers who are said to have made 
considerable money from shoeing peo- 
ple through thr> rtrl'.s at so much n trip. 
There are five brothers, one of whom Is 
n photographer and whose work has 
probably readied every country on the 
civilised stone. 


Tho opening of the Chicago and East- 


ern IlliBsli line to the BouthwMt baa 
created a new bu»ine»s for guides, be- 
ctu»e It has already resulted in Chica- 
go hunt*n foiof down in Missouri and 
Arkansas to hunt and flih.

dred Thousand Dollars 


Plymouth, Mass., Sept. 17.—After work- 


ing bravely day and night to check the 
onward rush, of the names that have 
rag-ed for miles in the woods and boga 
about here all tht> week, the tire lighters 
are reMinj, a» the lire has at last ceased 
burning. 


An area of blackened timber 12 miles 


Jonsr and six miles wide, steaming and 
smoking from the heavy rain of Sunday, 
marks the ravage* of the flns which 
sv.-ept along, taking as a mouthful the 
dwellings of at least 20 families, killing 
horses and smaller animals in large 
numbers, twining acres of valuable cran- 
berry bogg and andane-ering the lives of 
half a hundired pewons. 


The actual losses will run well over 


$200,WO, while the depreciation of valu« 
of wild land, which had its entire value 
from a sentimental point of view, ia 
great, for the barren waste will no longer 
be attractive aa a summer place, and the 
cottages which hare been burned will 
not be rebuilt. 


The fire was burning with great vigor 


Saturday night, and had reached nearly 
as far south as the shores of South pond 
and Great Herring pond on the southeast, 
when rain fell. 
It took hours of a heavy 


rainfall b»fore there was any perceptibla 
weakening: of the blaze, but finally tha 
Iflamea died out, and great banks of 
smoke hung heavily over the marred 
countryside. 
Even after six hours of 


drenching rain, there yet were many 
places where the ftre blazed tenaciously. 


A great number of partridges and rab- 


bits were burr.sd or suffocated, as the re- 
mains of majjy are seen on th« ed&es of 
what once were covers. Small animals 
had little chance of escape because of 
the fire's prepress, ths whole territory 
between Sandwich road and Ship pond, 
a distance of four miles, having burned 
in 30 minutes on Wednasday, or at the 
rate of eight miles an hour. 
At Ship 


pond, applos were baked on ths trees. 
The southeastern extent of the fire, at 
Cedarville. in vho vicinity of Great Her- 
ring panel, burned no houses, although 
many were situated almost in the woods, 
and directly in the path of the flames. 


Plymouth has gone to an expense of 


$10,000 for fire-fighting purposes alone, 
and the town of War«ham has spent a 
great deal, as have many residents who 
owned large estates in the vicinity. 
Many of the burned houses were not 
wholly protected against fire loss, and 
the suffering in many families, who have 
lost houses and probably live stock, is 
eevere. 


Nearly all the timber has been burned, 


with the exception of a br>H to the west 
o£ here. 
One can now ride for hours 


over roads once well wooded, with noth- 
ing to greet the view on either hand but 
burned and blackened stumps. 
Over 


half tha township has been stripped of 
its trees. 


Judging from the big fire of SO years 


ago, it is said that only a small part of 
the devastated district will sprout. Resi- 
dents who have witnessed both fires eay 
that following the track of the flrst flr« 
has grown up d«nse masses of scrub and 
ground laurel, which are sure barriers 
to the progress of a. new forest. 
Tha 


real value of the timbsr is consider- 
able, for th^re was much fine pine and 
oak in the district between Agawam and 
the shore, the entire length of the flre.

meet with arc: Firs*, that not all or- 
gans of the body die. LU one moment, 
and second, that the action of some of 
the vital' &r«joJ38 may be so diminished 
that by ordinary jiigans it appears al- 
most impossible to (Jecide whether the 
life in thyni is in Jnct'er.t'1' ct or nut. 


Tbe actual causes of physiological 


death arj three: First, cessation of 
brala functida; second, cessation of 
respiration or f'niiure of tbe lungs; 
third, failure of th«- Ueart. 


The first,"iuvolviiiK iiii!i.<-uiate death 


of the cental or animal ueivous sys- 
tem only, Is not at euce followed by 
the inactivity of.the. peripheral uarvoi:s 
system and its special so called vegeta- 
tive centers, as long atfo was demon- 
strated by Brown-Requard, Schiil' and 
otheis. So Uie lun^s niay contiaue to 
contract and ei.pa:-ci, the heart may 
continue to beat, eren if v\itli greatly 
dimiaiiib«4 power. We know further 
that the Hie of the skau is not extinct. 
Hair and uails continue to grow, the 
stomach continues to digest, t.he Lver 
to secrete bile, etc. Itespeeting the seo 
ond cause of death, we -well know tbat 
respiration may cease for quite awhile 
if the brain is not afTected'and tho cir- 
culation not intecruptecl. 
And of the 


third cause, by heart failure, the same 
may be ^ild. So we see that we may 
speak of true, absolute physiological 
death only after the cessation of func- 
tion of the three orjrans together or at 
least of two of them, the lungs and the 
heart, without the life action of which 
the brain certainly csnnot operate. 


Now, 
as reyards respiration, we have 


very simple weans to demonstrate its 
cessation. So remains* in fact, as the 
only one to show its true death the 
heart. This to prove indeed with abso- 
lute certainty is quite a difficult prob- 
lem. 
Upon the absence therefore of 


any and all traces of circvlation in tha 
body have been concentrated most ex- 
periments. And as legarcls the same 
we have to take into consideration that 
by d^ase the heart beats might be di- 
minished to but so few faint pulsations 
per minute, might become so impercep- 
tible, that without the aid of special In- 
struments and long continued .observa- 
tions nothing of their existence may be 
detected. 


In the following I shall give the sim- 


ple means by which any person easily 
enough may eonv-ince himself of-the ab- 
sence or presence e?en of the slightest 
traces of circulafon: 


If we ligate tight a member of the 


body—best, for example, a finger be- 
tween tbe first and second Joint—in the 
living -we will soon notice, beginning al- 
most at ones, a reddish oolotation of tha 
portion above tbe ligoture. It becomes 
darker and darker red and finally as- 
sumes a dark bluish reel color. The 
entire upper portion vrtll be thus af- 
fected* and «nfr.<Mree$y around tbe llg- 
atuie there will' .be a siaall, colorless, 
white rtog. Now, as tinre as tbls dis- 
coloration will 1Je«be»rv«U«4ij Uteliving 
being, as snre wttl all twtces of it bo 
absent }n the dead. Tbe bluish, discolor- 
ation, occasionally otwerved of and 
around the fingtr .nails in some corpses 
Is of no influence upon, oor does it in- 
terfere in the stifftftSBSt wlih, the phe- 
nomenon and, its coroect Interpretation.

to breathe properly, consumption -^ould 
no longer be heard of.

nine, rowin? or cycling people- are obliged 
to fill their lungs to their utmost capac-' 
ity to breathe—^In shprt, as uaCure meant 
them to breathe. I have frequently rtfo* 
ommended those wkose busiafesa trill not 
permit of any outdoor exercise to ps*e< 
tiee breathing tor «.n bour in the morn-' 
lag and At night.

Some of them have declared they were 
more than willing to meet their men, 
tut not the union. 


The strike takes place, peculiarly, in

unparalleled in this 


ountry, or is as mischievous a piece o£ 
political scheming- as ever was at- 
.empted. 


The strike must be terrible in its 
ndustri-al consequences, if the peace 
and public order be maintained, which 
many doubt. It will not ontly tie-up 
the vast coal region in which it takes 
place, but it will paralyze great rail- 
roads, may 
precipitate 
sympathetic 


railroad strikes and will bring great 
hardship to labor and coal consumers 
n all New England, perhaps in wider 
territory. And a most striking feature 
is that the miners themselves are ill 
prepared for the struggle, having rAj 
funds edecjuate to maintain them in a 
protracted period of idleness. The de- 
mands of the miners are briefly as fol- 
lows: 


'Abolition of the company stores; 


reduction in the price of powder to $1.50 
a keg; abolition of company doctors; 
semi-monthly payment of wages; aboli- 
tion! of the sliding scale; wages paid in 
cash; 2240 pounds to the ton; an ad- 
vance o* 20 per cent in wages less than 
$1.60 
and not 
exceeding $1.75 a. day; 


that all classes now receiving $1.50, and 
not exceeding $1.75 shall receive 15 per 
centt over present wages; that all day 
labor now receiving $1.75 shall be ad- 
vaccea. 10 per cent; that no miner shall 
have at any time more than one breast, 
gang or other class of work, and shall 
get only his legal share of cars." 


To these demands there is no official 


r«?ply from the mine operatives more 
than that they cantaot be granted. An 
individual operator has spoken 'oeca.- 
sioi.ally and, from what has been said 
in this way it is gathered that the 
operators' answer is that 25 cents a 
ton is about the profit being made on 
coal, that to grant all of the demands 
w"ould be ruinous and to grant one or 
a number of them would be impossible 
without a complete, all-round adjust- 
ment. Taking the matter of the price 
of powder, sold to the miners at ?2.75 
a keg and to be bought wholesale for 
about 51.23, one kcs mining: from. 15 to 
JO tons of coal according to the vein, 
which is, perhaps, the- greatest point at 
issue, it is pointed out that this price 
is of long standing, that wage figures 
have been made as -adjustments to it 
and that to cut the price as asked 
would be cutting profits from a, cent 
and half a- ton. The other demands, 
it 's said, would make corresponding 
cuts in the profits; the wh'ole wipe the 
profits out and make coal production 
impossible becaues it would be unprof- 
itable. 


It may be stated that, so far as can 


be learned, the great majority of the 
miwere were, at first, opposed to the 
strike, but gave way under the agita- 
tion and pressure. 
The younger me.-. 


yielded o.ir'y and the older mca fo.- 
lowed, many of them declaring that it 
was not possible for them to remain at 
work, as t"-ey would like to do, whilr 
the others quit and took up "picket" 
duty instead of mining.

That the 
wc.rld may know that we have done 
all that honorable men can do to avoid 
this conflict, we herewith submit a few 
facts for careful consideration. 


"The average wages of the anthra- 


cite miner for many years has been 
less than $250 annually. During that 
period of time the cost of many of the 
necessaries of life has been increased 
over 20 per cent. An increase in the 
cost of living, without a corresponding 
increars in wases, is> , juivalenl to a 
reduction in wages. The laws of the 
state 
of 
Pennsylvania 
made 
2400 


pounds a ton of anthracite coal, yet 
anthracite miners are compelled 
to 


mine from iT30 to 40<)0 sounds for a 
ton,.and in addition to that are dock- 
ed exorbitant amounts, often reaching 
12 per cent of their daily earnings, for 
any impurities which may be sent out 
with their coal. 


"Where they are paid by the car, 


instead of being required to furnish 
a well rounded hens on the car at the 
breakers', as was originally agreed to, 
they ha,ve gradually been compelled 
to increase the amount of coal in each 
car by building the s-ame perpendicu- 
larly from six to eighteen Inches above 
the edg-e. They are compelled to pur- 
chase the pcrwder used in mining1 from 
their employers, paying- $2.75 per keg 
for a grade of pov.-der that can be 
purchased elsewhere for SI.50 per keg 
and wholesales for about SI per keg-. 


"They ar& required by many of the 


conipanies to deal in 'pluck me' stores 
or leave their employment. They must 
pay to the company $1 per month for 
a doctor whether they need him or not, 
and have no voice in saying: who the 
doctor shall be. The smallnesa 
of 


their earnings, tog-ether with the great 
cost of living, has compelled them to 
take their chlldr-n f.-om school before 
they have reached the age prescribed 
by law and nlace them at work in the 
breakers In, order to kepp the family 
from starvation. 


"When any miner, feeling the burden 


of these conditions has ffone to the 
management and asked to have them 
removod he has been told If he does 
not like it he"can quit. Wheni they 
have organized at any colliery and 
sent committees to the ma-narement 
asting to have their grievances rem- 
edied the committees have either been 
discharged or they have been told that 
the evil» could not be remedied be- 
cause of the competition from other 
cotnpanies. 


"When the representatives of the 


miners of the whole reston have met 
and asked the coal comsBnles to meet 
them in joint convention to> arrance 
wages and conditions toon an equit- 
able bases, so that each would knew 
what his competitor was paying and 
no advantage could be taken, of any 
one, their rwtttlon for a conference has 
been completely Ignored. 


"When the business men, clergymen 


and other outside influences have ap- 
pealed to the coal companies to correct 
some of the evils complained of their 
requests have been denied, and when. 
s.s a last resort, the officers of our or- 
ganization have wired the presidents 
of the great railroad companies who 
control the anthracite coal fields offer- 
ing to submit the whole nuastion to 
arbitration, the proposition has been 
treated with silent, oonterrot. 


"Having exhausted all other m?ans 


of adjustment, we had rc-achsd 
the 


point where we must plthcr advise the 
r.ir..i.~ of the anthracite rerri'm to con- 
tinue working wider these unjust and 
tyrannical

Before the Boxer uprising broke out, 
the later was president of the imperial 
university ofl Tien Tsin. When the 
troops of the allied powers started to- 
ward Pe1c.!n, he sent his famHy to this 
country, and stayed, volunteering to, 
act as guide tc- the armies. Otfier ar- 
rangements were made, however, and 
he remained in Tien Tsin. 


He took a prominent part in the or- 


ganisation of a 
provisional govern- 


ment there, and was made secretary 
of it at a salary of $4000 a year, until 
the troubles should be over, and civil 
matters had returnedto a normal basis. 


He gives a vivid description of the 


looting of the city of Tien Tsin. He 
says the hororrs of it cannot be exag- 
gerated. The looting was general on 
the part of many of the troops, the 
French, German and British soldiers 
bein.g- leaders in the horrible work. 


Not only were- the Chinese attacked 


outraged and robbed, but the foreign- 
ers who were still in the city we're not 
allowed to escape, and were made the 
victims of atrocities that can never 
be forgotten.

A UNIQUE STATE. 


Texan Han Paid Allegiance to the 


Flag* o£ Six Nations. 


Scarcely another state in the union 


has as remarkable and interesting a 
history as Texas. In one respect at 
least it occupies a unique position In 
the history of American states. Pince 
its discovery six different governments 
have at different times claimed its al- 
legiance, and as many different Pags 
have waved over it, those of Fran«*>. 
Spain, Mexico, independent Tesas, the 
United States ami the Confederate 
states. 


The foundations of Texas statehood 


were not laid as a British colony, nor 
under the grant or control of the Brit- 
ish crown, as were those of the original 
thirteen states. Its first settlement 
dates back more than 200 years, and its 
first American colonists went there 
under terms and, .couditioas imposed 
by a foreign state, to whose language, 
laws and institutions they were total 
strangers. 
There never was, there 


never could be, any sympathy between 
these first American colonists and the 
Mexican government under the old 
regime. 
Separated by vast wilder- 


nesses from the people of the "United 
States, arid unaided save by the in- 
dividual efforts of sympathizing breth- 
ren therein, these colonists declared 
their independence, established it with 
the sworfl, and for nine years main- 
tained a stable republic. 


Texas was neither purchased nor 


conquered for the union. Annexation 
to the United States was accomplished 
through a treaty made by Texas repre- 
sentatives and ratified by the free 
suffrage of the citizens. 
No other 


state in the Union has had such varied 
experience or sailed through such 
stormy seas into the haven of peace 
and prosperity.—St.' Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.

church in Philadelphia. It is dated 
Japan, Aug. S, and was written before 
she left for America, 


"Ton have probably had already the 


news of the burning of-- our beloved 
TVei-Hien mission by the Boxers on the 
25th of June and I Imow that you and 
tbe dear friends of the board would 
all praise God that we were enabled 
to escape. As all mission work Is com- 
pletely stopped until tbe war is over 
and no place in China is safe for any 
foreign^ 
I am on my way home. 


..When I was called In from the country 
on account of danger, I was teaching 
the largest and most Interesting class 
I ever had, 44 women from outside vil- 
lages and ten from the village. 
"We 


were all earnest seekers after the truth. 


"I traveled all that day and most of 


the night, only stopping at sunset to 
rest and feed the mules. The people 


I were not friendly in that village and 
gathered around me. One man said, 
''Kill her,' but 1 think they felt the 
time had not come and so did not 
touch me. I had flve men with me. 
Three were my helpers, and two were 
Christian men who were kindly going ] 
with me for protection. When I reach- I 
ed Wei-Hien, our gatekeeper greeted 
me, saying, 'All is peace.' Miss Bough- 
ton was up and dressed, waiting for 
me, although it was 2 o'clock in the , 
morning. We lay down till daylight' 
and then packed boxes all day, putting ! 
in our best things. Our lamps, dishes 
and utensils we intended to bury in a 
pit, and our boxes we were having all 


We were in great danger twice, and 1C 


we would certainly have perished by 
tha way. 


"In a few days the Icbowfn mission- 


aries arrived, and now we rejoice that 
our missionaries from Shangtung are 
safely out of danger. Only dark mys- 
tery hangs over Peking and Pao Ting 
Fu, where precious lives, devoted to 
the service of Christ, are in his sacred 
keeping. Whether alive or dead we 
cannot know."

GOLD DIGGER'S LETTER.

New GoldBeld* oil 


Slate Creek, Ala*lta. 


In a letter from his camp on the 


Chesna river, in Alaska, Alton W. Teb- 
bett of St. Louis tells of the discovery 
of new goldfields on Slate creek, says 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
The 


creek was discovered about the middle 
of July by a party of prospectors a few- 
days before the arrival of Mr. Tebbett 
with his little party, and he found that 
the camp on tne Chesna river had been 
almost deserted by the gold seekers. 
He says bed rock is closer on Slate 
creek and its tributaries, and conse- 
quently those having claims and provi- 
sions were soon hard at w,ork taking 
out the yellow stuff, and a $50 nugget 
was probably tbe biggest find up to the 
date of his letter. Four men washed 
out 32 ounces of gold in eight hours, he 
Bays, which was the best day's work to 
that time. 


"Nearly all the men here came here 


in 1898 and were frrub staked," writes 
Mr. Tebbett. 
"To say they are, with 


few exceptions, 'on their uppers' is put- 
ting it mildly. Grocery men, saloon 
keepers, gamblers, etc., are nearly ucs- 
titute of comforts, and many of them 
are in actual need of clarthing and food,

He had already 
sent to the yamen, for soldiers, but 
none came, and so we three were left 
to fight our"*battles alone. 
Mr. Chal- 


fant got bis pistols and faced the mob, 
and Miss Bougbton. and I after pray- 
ing together went to Mr. Chalfaut's 
house, and there we remained with the 
Christian women, trying to comfort 
them and praying with them until Mr. 
Chalfant returned. 


"For two long hours that brave man 


faced the howling mob of 500 men, be- 
sides as many onlookers. One soldier 
only came by, but after flourishing his 
gun a little he rode on. This only serv- 
ed to encourage the mob to execute 
their fiendish work. Mr. Chalfant shot 
in the air until they closed about him, 
when in self defense he shot into the 
crowd and then managed to get through 
a small opening in the gate and return 
to us. The bricks were flying thickly 
about him as he did so, and it was only 
God's providence that shielded him 
from death during that perilous time. 
Meantime the report had come to, us 
thot he had been killed, and we were 
expecting to die ourselves. When he 
appenned, I said, 'Oh, Mr. Chalfant, 
thank God you are not killed!' But he 
shook his head hopelessly and said, 
'Yes, but'— And as he sat down look- 
ing so pale and worn from his fearful 
trial with the mob I saw there was no 
hope in his face for our lives. 


i "He drank some fresh water, and we 
all ate a little for strength, and then 
we gathered with the Christians who 
were there in one room waiting for the 
ond. 
We heard the smashing of the 


windows of the house we were in and 
saw the flames from the chapel on one 
side of ua and the flames from Miss 
Boughton's house on the other 'side, 
and we prayed and sfcook hands to- 
gether, expecting soon to be massacred 
and be burned In the house. But, to 
Mr. Chalfanfs amazement, on looking 
out of the east window oi the house, 
he saw no one In the east yard of his 
house, and so we determined to at- 
tempt an escape. We went through 
'the sitting room window, which was 
long ami teaching to the floor, and, 
finding a ladder on the piazza, crossed 
the yard and got safely over the wall, 
taking our Christian women and men 
with us. 


i "There were some of the mob busily 
engaged setting fire to the ladies' house, 
and these yelled: 'The foreign devils 
are getting away! Kill them!' They 
throw bricks at us, but no one follow- 
ed us. 


"After wo had got ovewrthe wall we 


Joined hands and thanked God for our 
deliverance. We looked at our homes, 
all burning, and grieved for the sad 
drutrnction of our beloved nilwlon. 
But we wcro obliged to hide by lying 
down In the corn till dark and all was 
quiet.

It was operated for ten 
conseeutivo hours on hemp fpeshly cut 
and fed steadily to the machine. There

Been, the machine is a eompleto suc- 
cess. 


The introduction of a machine that 


Will successfully decorticate will work 
a revolution in the handling of many 
of the fine vegetable fibers. Millions 
have been spent in endeavoring to per- 
fect such a device. 
At present all 


hemp, jute, ramie, etc., must be sub- 
jected to a long, tedious rotting process 
In tbe field and afterward prepared by 
hand labor exclusively. It is by rea- 
son of the cheapness of their labor that 
the East Indies and South Africa now 
control fiber production. With a ma- 
chine that will decorticate, America 
can develop this immeusa 
within ho- own borders.

It 
would take 5.000 men one month to 
clear the streets and town of Galves- 
ton of the wreckage, so complete Is the 
ruin. Words cannot describe the ruin 
that has been wrought. The biggest 
liar in America could not do justice to 
the existing condition of affairs there. 


"I was In the Tremont hotel during 


thf» storm. The building was thronged 
with refugees, men were 
praying 


throughout the night, and above the 
roar of the wind could be heard the 
crash of buildings and the splash of 
the waves against the building. 
We 


expected the hotel to go down any min- 
ute. 
At daylight Sunday morning I 


nnd four others started out to view the 
ruins. We psftsced eight bodies within 
a block, and when we reached tho 
beach, where the waters were still run- 
ning high, we staid some time, aud 
about one body a ruiuute passed, float- 
ing with the tide. 


"Homes that were formerly luxuri- 


ous are a mass of wreckage. In one 
such home we found an olu man and 
his wife and daughter and secants 
gathered in the parlor. The man and 
his wife were injured and appealed to 
us for help. In the parlor with them 
were a cow nnd other animals which 
had sought refuge in the house. 
We 


got the cow out and did what we could 
for the sufferers. This Is only one In- 
cident of runny similar ones. 


"Hundreds of men and women seek- 


!ng friends or relatives who are among 
the missing, surround the places where 
the bodies are handled and their cries 
of distress are almost unbearable. 
Thousands of head of cattle and 
horses were drowned and killed. No 
cats or dogs survived the storm and 
not a bird Is to be seen, not even a 
vulture has appeared, despite the fen.«t 
of carrion that awaits them. 
No one 


can make anything like a trustworthy 
estimate of the number of deaths. I 
had to walk-'.for 12 miles from the- 
place where I landed on the mainland 
before I got out of tbe wreckage. The 
water swept the coast for a distance 
of 20 miles inland and dead bodies are 
to be swn all over this f:™Itn-y.

passed a Inntts number on my way to 
get the train. The dead bodies of the 
animals strew the prairie." 


A correspondent at Galveston, writ- 


ing to Dallas, the other night about the 
scene of horror in the storm stricken 
city, says in part: 


"A Buasbf.- have sought freedom in 


the death which they fought so stoutly. 
A young f jrl who' survived to find 
mother, father, sisters dead, crept far 
out on the wreckage and threw herself 
into the bay.

The storm flood that destroyed Gal- 


veston Is not uncommon in the bay oC 
Bengal, says the New York Press. 
The cyclone advances with growing 
strength until it reaches the fiat delta 
of the great Indian rivers.

livering a sermon that will prove of 
value to many aside from the mem- 
bers of the church and parish to which 
it was delivered. Mr. Tebbetts also 
gave out an invitation from the chan- 
cel to all members of the parish and 
to a.11 friends of the rector and his 
family, to attend the reception that 
Mr. and Mrs. Tebbetta will give in the 
parish house next Thursday evening. 
An abetract of Mr. Tebbetts1 sermon 
follows- 


St. John's in 1890 was one of the 


smaller parishes of thei diocese. The 
greatest honor that had been conferred 
upon it in the diocesan, councils was 
the appointment at its lector as one of 
the evamintag chaplains. 
Locally it 


was spoken of by outside friends as 
"little St. John's." It had a. church 
edifice capable ot seating 350 people. 
On the site of the parish housa stood 
a small cottage, half paid for. with 
three rooms* set apart for parish uses. 
In it the infant class assembled, the 
vestry, the Girl's Friendly and 
the 


guild held their meetings. The main 
Sunday schotol occupied the church 
and, g-ot the congPegatton into the habit 
of coming late, to aVoid being run 
over by tha children—a habit 
they 


haven't quits gotten the mastery of 
yet. The quartet choir occupied the 
gallery. The rector lived In his own 
hired house on one of the hills. 


But tha time was rljpe for develop- 


ment. "We had, as we still have, thank 
God, a notile friend -wfio had feullt 
the church as it then was, to be a me- 
morial of her love. To her it .was now 
vouchsafed to enlarge and beautify It 
anfl to inaugurate a new era of devel- 
opment—ail era in wlhteh her hajid 
and heart have ever slnca been, undef 
God, 
ita prime factor, and -will riomtln- 


ue to bs ss long- as these strong Trails 
stand. 
For three years that aeveloptaent' 


was conspicuous on the material side. 
The hammer and Uie trowel were 
chiefly heard, The church, as I have 
sajd was enlarged, the parts-h House 
wa-s built, the rectory was bou~ht. 
Then began, anoither period of spiritual 
growth, a. period -afso marked by prog- 
ress in institutional work 
and in 


Christian fellowship. 
Brethren 
wfio 


before were unacquainted began to 
find out and 
know 
one 
another. 


Strangers -were welcomed and looked 
after. St. John's was seen ten be a 
growing- factor in the religious ll?e of 
the town and of the dolcese. Various 
local organizations asked that they- 
might come and Worship within her 
walla. For years she has entertained 


monthly meetings of the public 


teachers and of the Northern 


Berkshtt-e Ministerial association. She 
has given hospitality to the New 
land assembly of the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew end will do> so again " '" 
coming winter. 


In the councils of the diocese and of 


the; archdeaconry, she has received 
honorable recognition, such as is ac- 
corded the largest and most Influential 
pEii.Rh.es. Her laymen have served on 
same rt the principal committees. Her 
rector has terved as arch<%eacon, as 
chairman of the venerable committee 
on canons ar 1 is at present a member 
of th« committee on tha division of" 
the dioceso. Onp rif her wardens has 
been the treasurer of the archdeaconry 
from its inception, with the esfception 
of a singfle year. And when the new 
aiocese is organized Fhe will naturally 
take a foremost place. 


In the course of ten.'years the num- 


ber of-communicants has more than 
doubled. So also has the attendance at 
Sunday school. The number of con- 
tributors has increased 
in the same 


ratio. There have been 421 Baptisms, 
274 confirmations, 
89 marriages, 
179 


buriils and several churchings. As re- 
ported to the convention, more than 
$100.000 in money has been contributed 
through the offertory. 


One of the most noticeable things 


in this development has been the in- 
stitution?.! work. The various paroch- 
ial societips have not 
always been 


equally prosperous, still they'have left 
lhe.tr ma'-k. They have raised up many 
Christian workers; they have bound 
many to the church who befare had 
no real attachment; they have Culti- 
vated an "esprit du corps" among us 
such as we bad nat kntfwn; and tfiey 
have put us in Hfte,;THth the larger in- 
stitutional ehurchfes 
«*' the 
present 


day. To this period, also belongs the 
establishment of the yested choir, the 
'celebration of the weekly Eucharist and 
the annual commemwation of our 
Lord's passion. 
In 1890 I found this parish remark- 


able for the Tqrge num»er of devoted 
and earnest !ayni&n. The ratio- of men 
has been maintained If net increased, 
thus witnersing to the verile charac- 
ter of the pan'sh. In Sunday school 
and other organized WOB-.II, In/ the ser- 
vices of the church anri -at' the Hojy 
Communion the ratio of men is far

which I am acquainted. I cannot tell 
you what this fact has been to me. 


And this leads me to «peaV of the 


tone and character of our public ser- 
vices anki their teaching. Our aim has 
been from tho first to follow St. Paul's 
rule to do everything decently and in 
order to avoid slovenliness on the one 
hand and to inculcate reverence on the 
other, to adopt and follow only those 
customs anH manners which had been 
approved by long use and 
to shun 


whatever might seem trivial and out 
of character with the strength and 
beauty of holiness. We have held not 
merely rigidly but conscientiously to 
the middle course, avoiding extremes 
on either hand, believing that that wns 
the best in the long run! for plain, 
practical people like oureelv«» and for 
the locajlty in which wo live. 


In adopting such a course and keeping 


to It we have had respect, a» I believe 
v.f ought, not only to essrsMve* nr"" 
1 


- cur own advantage, but it> the comma- 


nity OB well. Every church ha* an In- 
fluenfce which IB f«lt> bwyond KB own 
borders—aon intluwico dependant on the 
character it bears, and It is therefore 
in duty bound to consider other* as 
well as Itself. We had it greatly in 
our power to help 'or to hinder the 
growth of the religious Instinct wh-lch 
when rightly directed flnda expirejislori 
In reverential worship, Jn the ua« of 
venerable terms and forms and prac- 
tices, in respect for the sanctuary and 
all things- therein. I beiiev* that the 
intluence of this church In these par- 
ticulars, anti I say it without pride or 
b'oastlngr, has been beneficial to 
the 


churches around us. they 
are 
in- 


debted to us in some of these respects 
as we are to them for some thing». By 
our conservative action we -ave both 
held fast to our goodly heritage and 
we have commfnded it to others. And 
as a result the community has gained 
in 
churchlincbs, 
in) good-will 
and 


charity. 


But there have been other effects as 


well. Many persons have been attract- 
ed to this house of w1-rehip who would 
otherwise have been repellaci, 
and 


many more have found satisfaction 
here whose simpler tastes miglit have 
been sorely wounded. I think of some 
•uho comingr from other towns or cities 
failed to fiiU 
the 
denomination in 


which they were reared—or who for 
one reason or another desired to make 
a chang-e and who hare found a horns 
with us, and are now among our mos-t 
esteemed people. 


Another effect is seen in the fact that 


we have been at p^ace among ourselves 
If there has 'been any discord—anG I 
have not heard of any—it has not been 
due to questions of virtual practice.* 
This is the more rcmarkab e when we 
remember the various sources from 
which our parish has come. In this 
respect it is truly cosmopolitan. We 
have come together from every section 
of our own land and from many for- 
eign countries; from every part of 
Great Britain, from France and Ger- 
many and Scandinavia and from Italy 
"We have received our leligious train- 
ing from all creeds lying- between and 
including Roman) 
Catholicism 
and 


Methodism, and yet are one people, 
brethren dwelling together in unity. 
This is not only as it should be but it 
is also an) illustration and possibly a 
forecast of the only ultimate church 
unity—a condition! natural and neces- 
sary 
to 
the 
true leading 
of 
<>ur 


Catholic-minded church. 


It has been my heart's desire in my 


preaching- to hold closely to 
Jesus 


Christ ajad to interpret him as he is 
revealed in the old and new testaments 
and In the orderly and magnificent pro- 
press of His church. It has seemed" to 
me that the pulpit sh'ould never give 
place to the pJatform. The pulpit has 
a sacred character of its own which it 


the duty of every minister of Christ 


to jealously guard and studiously mam 
tala—e character of which, we ars re- 
minded- at the beginning1 of every ser- 
mon by the us«*of tfaa invocation: "In! 
th« Name of the Father ana of the 
Son and of tho Hpiy lrh.ost.'J~3[ believe 
it should be aur, rale to speafe-nothing 
here except in that-name. Thli ia no 
place tt> exploit one's ideas on political 
mattens or the cohnnon, current topics 
of the day, such as are contairfed in. 
the newepapersi or are heard on the 
street. If one has a message bearing 
on the public morality, he should by 
all irieans declare It, but he should first 
be careful that-It is a message sent' 
fr'om Ood, and then he should speak as 
dne -who is bound by a. very solemn 
duty, and not as a mere public lecturer 
who is out for hire. 


Nor do I think the pulpit is a p*ace 


to be popularized by advertising sen- 
sational and startling 
topics or by 


straining at temporary effects to catch 
the ears of persons who- run hither and 
yon to be entertained. Better is It to 
make the pulpit known as thai place 
where the Gospel of Christ is truly 
and simply preached. Better is it for 
y'ou to know that when you come to 
this holy house you will hear some'- 
ihing, however feebly sptoken, which 
you can carry away into the business 
of the coming weeR—something to he'p 
you just a little along the way to God 
find eternal life. The older I get the 
more I mea*n to stick to that kind of 
preaching.
